I Witt be glad t« 
furnish you imformation aa to teii> 
ing seed-corn or come to your place 
and Ix lp you test it. Shelling by 
hnnd takes more time but it pays. 
Select twice what you will need for 
your neighbor will want it at your 
price. Any old com on hand should 
be saved for seed. It is a bad idea 
to buy seed-corn from another sec- 
tion of state for it may not be 
adapted to your soil, and no one 
this year will guarantee the gcnuin- 
ation. 

Get busy on the seed selection 

and testing and let us not be slack- 
ers when it comes to the corn crop 
this year. It will take the three 
"Bs" to win the war: "Bread" "Ba- 
con" and "Tlcans."
